WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—-The Senate
srent the day on the postoffice appropria-
tion bill, making some progress, but not
completing {t. The amendment of Mr. But-
ler proposing a reduction of about 9 per
cent. in the pay for railway postal service
was defeated, 18 to 51, after a debate In
which Mr. Depew answered Mr. Butler's
criticisms on the large profits made by
American roads. Late in the day a sharp
controvefsy on the pneumatiz tube ques-
tion was precipitated by an amendment
offered by Mr, Mgzson extending that serv-
ice to Chicago and one by Mr. Vest extend-
ing it 10 St. Louis, Mr. Hale severely crit-
icised those promoting the svstem, refer-
ring to a "Job and lobby.” He had thought

the lobby had been smitten in tne teeth by
the action of Congress two years ago. But
now the “job” was here again and the
sireets Jeading to the Capitol were fairly
lined with people importuning senators
from the time they left their homes.

Mr. Mason replied In vigorous terms.
The statement of the senator from Maine
us to a “job”’ showed, Mr. Mason said, that
he was absolutely devoid of inJormation, It
was moreover an insult to the postmaster
general, who had recommended the plan.
If the streets were lined with persons im-
poertuning senators Mr. Mason said he had
1.ct seen them and he thought few other
fenators had.

When Mr. Hale made a point of order
that a committee had not passed on the
amendment the advocates of 'he extension
quickly circulated a call for 2 meeting of
the committee on postoffices .nd the ses-
sion closed with Mr, Woleotl's humorous
anrouncement of the committee meeung Iin
response to the imperative demands made
on him.

Mr. Depew, in replyving to Mr. Butler,
gaid the wages pald by European conti-
nental rallroads was only about one-fourth
of the rate of railway wages in this coun-
try, while the freight rates in this country
were only a lttle more than one-fourth of
what they were in Europe.

“Does the senator mean,” inguired Mr.
Butler, “that the American railroads are
losing money 7"’

“l do not mean to say they are losing
money,”” responded Mr. Depew. “l mean to
say that if they had anything like the rates
charged for freight in continental Europe
they could carry the mails free and, in ad-
dition, pay a large revenue to the govern-
ment.”

“No railroads in the world have larger
profits than those of the United States,”
asserted Mr. Butler.

“The capitalization of railroads in Eu-
rope.”” responded Mr. Depew, "“is much
larger than it is here. In Great Britain it is
about $£0,000 a mile. If that capiualization
be reduced to the average capitalization
in the United States you will find that the
profits of the English roads are enormous.”

Mr. Wolcott said, as to European rail-
roads carrying the malils free, that in Great
Britain the cost of rallroad mail transpor-
tation was little less. if any, than it s here,
In continental Europe the government, he
added, either owned the railroads or guar-
anteed the payment of the grincipal and in-
terest of thelr bonds, and of 65 or 6 per
cent. dividends on their stock, whether
they earned it or not.

Milwaunkee Said to Have Been Rohbed
by Means of Forged Certifilcates.

MILWAUKEE, Wis,, Feb. 20.—The Sen-

tinel to-morrow will say: “Evidence has
been brought to light which shows the
city of Milwaukee has been systematically

defrauded for years. An investigation con-
ducted for the past two days by City Treas-
urer Ballow shows that the city has been
defrauded out of a sum which iIs estimated
anywhere from $20,000 to $100,000, and it may
even ve greater. The manner in which
those implicated have operated was either
to raise the amounts of city certificates
given to contractors for work done or to
lssue fraudulent certificates, sometimes in
the name of living contractors, sometimes
in the names of men who have been dead
for vedrs. The names of the members of

the Board of Public Works and the eity
controller were forged to these certificates.
The discovery was made through an accl-
dent. A representative of one of the trust
companies which has been loaning money
on eclty certificates came into the city treas-
urer's office with some orders. They fell
into Treasurer Ballow's hands, and he im-
mediately discovered they were not gen-
uine.""

Waus Charged with Killing Leonard
H. Day in a Hotel Saloon Brawl

at Minneapolis.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb, 20.—The jury
in the case of the State of Minnesota
against Frank H. Hamilton, charged with
murdering Leonard R. Day, after a forty
hours' deliberation, furnished a surprise
by coming into court a few minutes before
10 o'clock this morning and reporting that
it had agreed on a verdict of manslaughter
irn the first degree, with a recommendation
to the mercy of the court. The jury had
been out so long that hope of agreement
had about been given up. The jury in-
formed the deputies at 9:15 that it had
agreed, but it took half an hour to arrange
the preliminaries. Hamilton was brought
into court to hear the verdict. He had

enjoyed a good night's sleep and seemed
in excellent spirits.

When the verdict was announced Hamil-
ton appeared dazed, and made no other
sign than to shake his head in mute pr’)-
test. He was remanded to jail to await
sentence, and absolutely refused to see
any one except his devoted friend, Miss
Joi’msun. of Colorado Springs. His atior-
neys at once moved for a new trial, but
o date was set for hearing the argu-
ments. When the prisoner reached the jail
¢ sald to Jailer Alexander, with a l.ie'-
spairing gesture: "'l‘hv_\i'\'e fnuril;i__mc guilty,
aptain, but 1 do not deserve 1L
“ he penalty for the erime of which he is
convicted is from five to twenily years.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Ff-b._i._‘n.»Smrr K
Jackson, clerk at the Hotel Piister, in this
city, who was one of the witnesses for the
defense in the Hamilton murder trial at
Minneapolis, was almost staggered when
he received a telegram from a _lricml lin
Minneapolis informing him of the vord!t.t.
He believes Hamilton an innocent man,
and makes implications of hidden evidence.
“There are two men in Minneapolls who, l_g
thev told the truth, could clear Hamilton,
he said. “1 will not say who they are, but
I know it. Hamilton is no more gullty of
that crime than any of the other men whr.n
were in the billlard room that night. They
were all of them in the same condition
then, and every one of them ought to ha\'_e
been arrested and made to tell his story.
In that way they would have got the truth.
As it was, they all left after the murder
except Hamilton, and the officer who ar-
rested him testified afterwards that he
confessed the crime. Hamilton was not in
a physical condition to reach over qnolhfr
man and inflict that wound in Day’'s neck
with a knife. There is something m;rsteri-
ous about the trial. One of the state’'s wit-
nesses testified that he first met Day but a
week before his death, whilée I know posi-
tively that the two men lived in the same
hotel for five years.”

The Moser Murder Case.

PEKIN, 1ll., Feb. 20.—The defense in the
Moser murder case received its first set-
back to-day. The State placed on the
stand Henry Hoffman, a member of the
Amish Church, and the defendant’'s at-
torney, upon cross-examination, tried to se-

cure from him an admission that Moser

had been ostracised by the Amish mem-
bers because of violating the church reg-
ulations. The State objected to the ques-
tion and the court sustained it. This s
taken to mean that the vast amount of evi-
dence which the attorney for the defense
has accumulated concerning the Amisn
falth will not be admitted. As the defense
depends on this evidence to show cause
why Moser should have been Insane vhen
he committed the crime, it 13 maiptained
by many that a verdict of gullty is already
assured. Several other witnesses were on
the stand, and some letters written oy
Moser, in which he admits his gulit, but
charges the Amish, through separating him
from his family, with being responsible tor
the murder, were also introduced by the
State.

The victim managed to get out of
doors and lay down In a snow drift, which
barely extinguished the flames, but she
was so terribly burned about the legs and
body that she died a few hours afterward,
The girl's s=ister does not seem to realize
the significance of her act.
